San Francisco, Sept. 15.—[By the 
Associated Press.] The steamship Zca- 
landia arrived today, seven days from 
Honolulu. The burial! of John Dominis, 
Prince Consort, teok place Sunday, 
Sept. 6, from the palace, and the obse- 
quies were attended by Queen Liliuo- 
kalani and her court and legislature and 
all the nobles of the kingdom. . The rites 
of the Episcopal Church and Masonic 
order were followed. The remains 
were interred in the royal mausoleum 
beside those of King Kalakaua. The 
court will wear full mourning for two 
weeks after the funeral. The Queen 
has appointed Prince David Kwanaua- 
koa, Hon. Sanford Dole, George 
Beckley, Abraham: Fernandez, D. P. 
Isenberg and John Richardson “to. be 
members of her privy council of state. 

The proposed festivities in honor of 
Queen Liliuokalani’s birthday Septem- 
ber 2, did not take place, owing to the 
death of the Prince Consort. 

One of the most important actions 
ever brought in the Supreme Court of 
Hawaii is now pending, being a petition 
for the revocation of the order admit- 
ting to probate the will of Kelliahonui, 
one of the ancestors of the Kalakaua 
family, who died in 1849, leaving a 
very large estate to his wife. 
This is the third attempt so set the will 
aside on the ground of forgery, and the 
petitioner is Junius Kaoe, who claims an 


“interest through his deceased wife, who 


was a granddaughter of the testator.

Thomas, in behalf of Utah, 
welcomed the delegations in a some- 
what extensive speech in which he re- 
ferred to the fact that the Mormon 
settlers inf/1847 had begun the first | 
| svstem of irrigationin the West. That 
act 6n their part had laid the foundation 
forthe prosperity of Utah and other 
Western States and Territories. This, 
coupled with the fact that Salt Lake 
City is the center of the great arid re- 
gion of the United States, made this 
city the place where the body should 
meet. The speaker referred to ceding 
of thearid landstothe States and Ter- 
ritories, and said that. as Congress 
would doubtless consider the question, it 
would be weil to consider the best means 
to be adopted in presenting the measure . 
to Congress and the most expedient sug- 
gestions to offer that body when the — 
plan had been perfected. The congress, 
he thought, would bea great educating 
meeting. Few people in the East have 
any idea of the physical conditions of 
the West, and this would enlighten them 
toa great extent. 

The tide of emigration which has 
been drifting westward, has now turned, 
andis going east. The great arid re- 
gions of the United States are being set- 
tied upon, aud the question is, how shall 
we make the lands habitable? The 
spetkis spoke of reserving the great 
grazing ranges, and said this should be 
sold in tracts of limited value under 
carefully guarded provisions of law. 
The area of Utah under cultivation is 
2,804,000 acres, about 4 per cent. of 
the 52,601,000. Abont 50,000,000 
cannot be used except a portion of it 
for grazing. He believed this Congress 
would greatly influence legislation in 
behalf of the West. The Mavor :and 
president of the Chamber of Commerce 
also delivered addresses. Permanent 
officers were chosen, C. C. Wright of 
California a selected as president, 
and F. K. Gillespie, sgcretary.

Hon. J. de Barth Shorb recently re- 
turned from Chicago, where he has 
been*for several weeks past, and was 
seen by a Timzs reporter yesterday aft- 
ernoon at his office in the Bryson-Bone- 
brake Block, where he was interviewed 
at some length about the inside work- 
ings of the World’s Fair and the causes 
which led to his defeat for the position 
of chief of the horticultural bureau in 


the faceof the almost unanimous in- | 


dorsement of his own State, supported 
as it was by a large proportion of both 
the national and local boards of control. 

Mr. Shorb expressed himself as highly 
gratified at the splendid fight made by 
his friends in his behalf, and which 
would have been succéssful but for the 
under-handed methods of Director-Gen- 
eral Davis, who, Mr. Shorb says in so 
many words, is determined that no hon- 
est man shall be at the head of the hor- 
ticultural bureau, if he can prevent it. 

Mr. Shorb took great pains to 
thoroughiy inferm himself about every- 
thing connected with the great enter- 
prise, and as the result of his investiga- 
tions is of the opinion that the entire 
management is rotten to the core. 
There are of course, he said, some 


ye men on the boards of control, but 


they are in the minority, the majority 
being where they are for what they can 
make out oftheir positions. The reason 
that the rotteness and corruption is not 
made public is because every news- 
paper in Chicago is banded together to 
prevent a single word that would hurt 
the enterprise from getting to the pub- 
lic, and it is impossible to get a line 

nted showing up matters in their 
true light. The fair has already in- 
creased the values of rentals in Chicago 


‘over $200,000,000, for which reason 


the press is silent, when it comes to 
showing up ugly facts.

. Mrs. Charlotte Perkins Stetson gave 
her last lecture in the course of three 
yesterday afternoon to an audience of 
about fifty ladies. Mrs. Stetson is an 
exceptionally bright woman, with quick 
perceptions, and above all she has the 
courage of ‘her conyictions and dares to 
say what many women scarce dare think 
about. This isan age of fads. Every 
one, who isanybody, hasa fad of some 
sort.

It is in 
regardto the relations between the 
two sexes, between man and wife, male 
and female generally. Her first paper 
touching on this subject, ‘‘Our Excessive 
Femininity’? was read some weeks ago 
before the Friday Morning Club.

Disqualified to vote or hold office: 
Lunatics and idiots, undischarged bank- 
rupts; those deprived of public rights or 
suspended; those sentenced to confine- 
ment who are not pardoned, or three 
years elapsed after discharge; personsin 
penal servitude for one year; or for a 
political offense, until three years after 
discharge, or a pardon; those punished 
for gambling; and those suspended for 
offences at an election. 

All in the army and navy are ineligi- 
ble, and all persons against whom a 
criminal prosecution is pending, and 
‘who are in detention or under bail. 

The registration and election laws 
are very full and complete, with heavy 
penalties. Only electors are permitted

It is now stated 
that the Mitylene scare has arisen from 
the fact that a party of British naval 
officers on Saturday last picnicked on 
the desert isle off Cape Sigri, and that 
they re-embarked the same evening on 
board their vessel and sailed away Sun- 
day. 

Panis, Sept. 15.—Ribot, Minister of 
Foreign Affairs, received a dispatch 
from the French consul at Smyrna stat- 
ing that the British naval division 
which has been maneuvering near Sigri, 
onthe island of Mitylene, left that 
island.

Rousing Meeting of the Board of 
Trade Yesterday. 


The Terminal Railway Fight at 


South Pasadena. 


Improvements Under Way at the Painter

The adjourned meeting of the Board of 
Trade yesterday afternoon lacked neither 
in numbers nor interest of being as success- 
ful and satisfactory as that of last Friday. 

President Masters occupied the chair. 

The Committee on Printing and Advertising, 
through its chairman Mayor Lukens, re- 
ported that the committee would have to 
have more time in which to push their in- 
vestigations in regard to the pamphlet the 
board contemplates publishing. 
. That they were actively at work and fully 
recognized the importance of determining, 
at the earliest possible time, upon all the 
details and having the pamphlet in the hands 
of the members for distribution. 

T. Early made a motion, which prevailed, 
that the committee be granted until Satur- 
fay at 3 o'clock p.m.in which to complete 
its work. 

The matter of the pamphlet being dis- 
posed of, the Chair announced that the 
question of water development was regu- 
larly before the board. 

J. A. Buchanan announced that Judge 
Magee, who first suggested that the board 
take up the question of water development, 
had been called to Los Angeles and would 
be unable to attend. 

Mr. Hugus was called for and responding 

d that he was: very anxious to see Pasa- 
gen take hold of the problem; that it was 
great question and of vital importance. 
He styled it ‘ihe all important and over- 
shadowing question.’’ As tothe mode and 
manner of going aboutit he said he favored 
organization under the Wright act and adop- 
tion of the reservoir system on generous 
propositions. Areservoir should be built 
that would hold thousands of millions of 


~ gallons of water—‘‘that is a large amount 


of water but we could and ought to have 
it.” Mr. Hugus called upon “James Craig, 
an authority on water development. 

Mr. Craig began by stating that he was 
not anorator, but could give a few, facts 
and figures that would explain themselves. 
He said the question of water supply ‘was 
not nearly so dificult as many presumed it | 
to be. The only practicable scheme for al 
never-failing supply is storage in huge res- 
ervoirs. There are two good sites, one of 
which he had examined somewhat and the 
other he had never seen. The capacity of 


the arroyo. site, near Devil’s. Gate, 
a practical and ‘reliable engineer 
had _ calculated, from measurements 
carefully taken, and found that 


it could be built to. store 6,000,000,000 gai- 
lons of water—this would be equal to 3000 
miner’s inches during the whole of the dry 
season, and would be sufficient to irrigate, 
not apologise for not irrigating, 10,000 
acres of land. This from one reservoir 
alone, and it would not then be necessary to | 
go to El Monte or any where else for our 
alfalfa or potatoes, and oranges and lem- 
‘ons would be as successfully raised here as 
at Riverside. 

He estimated that it would take $600,000 


or $70,000 to build the reservoir and con-

vey the water to the lands. The estimate 
contemplated purchasing the lands for the 
site of the reservoir and the distributive 
works. He predicted that in eleven years 
the valuation of the land within the irriga- 
tion district (for he advocated organizing a 
district under the Wright act) avould treble 
its present value. The reservoir proposi- 


tion is feasible and easy, and ougnt to be’ 


adopted. 
W.S. Wright said that he had put downa 
few figures, and found that upona piece of

Mayor Lukens agreed with Mr. Craig and 
would favor organization, as soon as possi- 
ble, under the Wright act.

The best reservoir site hehad ever seen 
was placed by nature accessible to Pasa- 
dena’s ache for the express purpose of

A. J. Painter preferred the Lowe site, as 
it is higher and would water lands two.

site could. The latter would reach Moun- 
tain street, but the former would water 
Altadena.

$250,000 to $350,000, and the site has 
every appearance of being safe and free 
from crevices.

However, the line 
of thought was not changed, as no one was 
opposed to, but rather. favored, the propo- 
sition of Mr. Green that a committee be 
appointed. ‘ | 

James McLachlan was the next speaker. 
He said no one but Mr. Brown would pre- 
tend to say there was plenty of water for 
acreage property about Pasadena. 

Mr. Clarke asked the speaker if he dia 
not know the land was dry before he pur- 
chased it and planted the trees. 

Mr. McLachlan stated that they did, but 
what proved unprofitable to them would 
prove so to others, and they would not in- 
vest where there was no water. 

Mr. Brown defended himself as usual 
against the customary assault upon his wa- 
ter kicker proclivities andsaid Mr. Sco- 
ville had invited him to take a paddle about 
his pond at 176 miner’s inches of water 
daily wasting into the arroyo. 

J. A. Buchanan spoke of the opposition 
to the scheme as an incomprehensible mud- 
dle to him.

SOUTH PASADENA AND THE TERMINAL. 

Ata meeting of the City Council of South 
Pasadena held Monday evening, Judge Hut- 
ton, to whom the matter of the raise of 
rates on the Terminal road had been re- 
ferred, submitted his report. Asa resulta 
resolution was adopted to the effect that the 
railroad company had clearly violated the 
terms of its franchise and that unless the 
rates were at once reduced tothe former 
figures, the companp would be enjoined 
from operating through South Pasadena. 

This resolution was yesterday presented 
to General-Manager Burnett of the Terymi- 
nalCompany. A special meeting of the 
South Pasadena Council has been called for 
tomorrow night, Unless a favorable an- 
swer is received prior to that time from the 
railroaders it is understood that the case 
will be taken into court; : 

The following is a copy of the resolution: 

“Ata meeting of the Board of Trustees 
of the city of South Pasadena, held Sep- 
tember 13, 1891, after due legal advice 
on all points connected with the franchise 
of the Los Angeles Terminal Railway and 
the city of South Pasadena, the following 
assed ; 

“On motion of W. H. Mace; seconded by” 
Charles T. Moore, it is hereby ordered that 
the clerk is directed to notify the Los An- 
geles Terminal Railway Company that they 
are violating the provisions of ordinance 
No. 28, granting right-of-way tothe Los 
Angeles, Pasadena and Glendale Railway 
Company over and along’ certain 
public streets within the city of 
South Pasadena, in the following 
particulars, viz.: They are not run- 
ning twelve passenger trains each 
way daily, and they are not stopping all of 
their regular passenger trains at Monterey 
road in said city. and that the round trip 
fare from each of the following stations in 
said city, viz.,- Monterey road, Meridian 
avenue, Palm avenue and Fair Oakes ave- 
nue, to the business center of Los Angeles 
city, on the line of Los Angeles Cable Rail- 
way now demanded, charged and collected 
by said Los Angeles Terminal Railway Com- 
pany, exceeds 40 cents, including the round 
trip fare of said Los Angeles Cable Railway ; 
and the clerk shall also notify said com- 
pany that unless they shall at once comply 
with said ordinance in said particulars, and 
in all other respects, the proper legal steps 
will be taken to compel such compliance, or 
have said company enjoined from using the 
streets of said city.’’

Harvest Excursion Rates, 


Colored Passengers and Special Cars 
in Texas.

Railway men are poking a good dea! 
of fun at the general passenger agent 
of the Pennsylvania lines for his pro- 
posed “home tisitors’’ reduced rates. 
The man who'has so long been the head 
of that great company's general passen- 
ger department has had his own way at 
meetings of his contemporaries and he 
becomes seriously ruffied over. any op- 
position to his will. When he can't 
have things his own way he won't play. 
The western roads wanted to put on 
sale the usual cheap home-seekers or 
harvest excursion tickets to points in 
the West and were opposed by certain 
eastern roads led by the Pennsylvania's 
representative. The general passenger 
agent of that company then announced 
as an offset that he would place on sale 
reduced rate round-trip tickets for peo- 
ple eastbound who go _ ostensibly 
to revisit their old homes availa- 
ble on certain specified dates. 
This prompted some of the other 
passenger men_ to propose placing 
on sale excursion tickets for fellows who 
are going to see their best girls; poli- 
ticians looking for an office and farmers 
going to husk their pumpkins, until the 
Pennsylvania’s traffic magnate became 
almost as weary as when he was worsted 
in the party rate squabble last year. 
Seriously, though, the western roads 
profit by their so-called harvest excur- 
sions, and should runthem despite the 
opposition of eastern roads. |

The roads in the Wesfern Freight 
Associatioh will take concerted action 
in fighting prosecution under the ‘inter- 
state commerce law. | 
A special train loaded with 260 
ticket agents left St. Paulon the 10th 
inst. and went by the Northern Pacific 
to Yellowstone National Park as guests 
of the railroad. .

It is said a stock company 
has been formed to buy the road and 
keep it running. 
The management ofthe ’Frisco 
has issued orders toconductors to pro- 
hibit passengers smoking in any coach 
onthe trains while running through 
Texasand Arkansas. It is explained . 
that under the new law the company 
would be required to furnish separate 
smoking cars for both white and black 
passengers, and that, would be too much 
expense. Itis found cheaper to prohib- 
it smoking altogether. 
A recent legal decision is to the effect 
that: Notice to a railroad conductor 
that a passenger going on his train is 
in feeble health, is notice to the cor- 
poration, and the omission by the pas- 
senger to repeat such notice to another 
conductor, who takes charge of the 
train before the end of the journey, is 
negligence. The .question whether a 
passenger who is in feeble health is 
guilty of contributory negligence in at- 
tempting, with the assistance of the 
company's servants to alight from the 
cars atan unsuitable place, the. train 
havi 
is a question of fact for the jury to de- 
termine from all the circumstances of 
the case. 
On the regular train out of San An- 
tonio, Tex.,a coach is run for negro 
passengers, and it averages 186 miles 
a day travel, and half a passenger for 
thattime. Very frequently that train 
is crowded with Mexicans and other 
races, while one colored person has a 
coach to himself. The Las Vegas Optic 
says that the Santa Fe can beat that. 
A separate coach for negroes is required 
to be run over thetwenty miles from El 
Paso tothe New Mexico line, and it
